THE AUDITORIUM OPENED. 


CHICAGO’S GREAT HALL DEDI­ 
CATED. 


The President and Vice-President Attend 
—Mr. H arrison’s A d d r e s s —Patti 
and the Grand Chorus. 


C hicago, Dec. IO .—The Chicago Audi­ 
torium , was declared open to the world 
Monday night. 
The event is one of the 
greatest landmarks in modern history. 
It 
is without a parallel in the new world. 
Of course the dedication draws its impor­ 
tance from the character of the building 
and the scope of its objects. 
In this re­ 
spect the occasion appeals to the nation 
for a rival. 
In fact the. world can show 
nothing like it in all the range of history. 
It is not twenty years since the locality 
where 
the magnificent structure now 
stands was a scene of the charred ruins 
of a great city. 
The achievement, there­ 
fore, can not be considered in any sense 
less than a national triumph. 
The Audi­ 
torium belongs not to Chicago, but to the 
United States. 
It is and will for centuries 
be the pride of the whole country. 
In 
short, it is the boast of the city, the glory 
of the State and the wonder of the nation, 
and its completion places Chicago far m 
advance of all other American cities in 
many respects. 
The opening of this great temple was 
signalized by a peculiar outpouring of 
popular patriotism. 
While the 8,000 on 
the inside were held in willing captivity 
by the enchanting strains of Patti, or ap­ 
plauded in waves of demonstration in 
honor of the sentiments uttered by the 
President of the United States, the Gov­ 
ernor of Illinois and the Mayors cf Chi­ 
cago, CO,OOO equally loyal and devoted 
citizens, including thousands of ladies, 
filled the streets surrounding the great 
edifice, and wildly cheered on the outside 
as one after another of the distinguished 
party entered. 
It was, of course, the greatest audience 
ever assembled in any theater in America. 
The great stage, which had been cleared 
of its scenery incumbrances, was occupied 
by a distinguished party, including the 
President and other dignitaries, and pre­ 
sented a sea of faces more than a thousand 
strong. 
But these looked upon the most 
inspiring spectacle ever witnessed in any 
colosseum. 
Before them were spread out, 
in parquet and gallery, balcony and circle, 
extending far and high, a vast and bril­ 
liant multitude. 
On the outside of the Auditorium build­ 
ing there were congregated from 20,000 to 
30,000 persons. 
They assembled soon 
after 7 o’clock and remained until nearly 
midnight 
This feature of the dedication, 
more than anything else, exhibited the en­ 
thusiasm of the people over the comple­ 
tion of the great theater and argued 
favorably for its success as the future 
home of Vast audiences in Chicago. 
The crowd outside kept some of the 
holders of tickets from their seats until 
after 9 o’clock and some annoyance was 
experienced from the arrival of late com­ 
ers, but everybody took it good-naturedly 
and forgave the crush of the first night. 
In a front box sat President Harrison 
and Mrs. McKee, Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Peck. 
In front of their box stood a splendid bank 
of red and white carnations and roses with 
the legend ‘ ‘Welcome to our honored 
guest” 
In the opposite box was Gov. 
Fifer and a party of friends. 
The orchestra, composed of the orches­ 
tra of the opera company and local musi­ 
cians with accompaniment on the organ, 
rendered a triumphal 
fantasie by Du­ 
bois, and Mayor Cregier appeared. 
He 
was greeted was a roar of applause and 
began at once the delivery of his address, 
which was greeted with great applause. 
Ford W. Peck, president of the Audi­ 
torium association was called for and re­ 
sponded in a few appropriate remarks. 
In concluding Mr. Peck introduced the 
President of the United States. 
Hundreds 
of people rose as Mr. Harrison left his 
box, and tossed their handkerchief, clapped 
their hands, and shouted an enthusiastic 
welcome. 
Mr. Harrison made a neat and 
happy speech. 
President H arrison’s Address. 
He said: 
“Ladies 
and 
Gentlemen: 
Some of my newspaper friends have been 
puzzling themselves in order to discover 
the reason why I left Washington to be 
hare tonight. 
I do not think I need to 
set in order the motives which have im 
polled my presence. 
Surely no loyal citi­ 
zen of Chicago who sits here tonight un 
der this witching, magnificent scene will 
ask for any other reason than that which 
is here presented. 
[Applause. ] 
‘•I do moet heartily congratulate you 
upon the completion and inauguration, of 
this magnificent building, without 
an 
•qual in this country, and, so far as I 
know, without an equal in the world. 
[Applause.] We have here about us to­ 
night in this grand architecture, in this 
tasteful decoration, that which is an edu­ 
cation and an inspiration. 
[Applause.] 
It might well attract those whose but 
roundings were altogether pleasant to 
make a longer journey than I have made 
to stand for an hour here [applause], 
end if that be true surely there is reason 
enough why the President may turn aside 
for a littte while from public duty tq 
mingle with his fellow-citisens in cele 
bruting an event so high and so wot thy 
as this. 
[Applause.] Not speech, cer­ 
tainly not the careless words of extempore 
speech, can fitly interpret this great occa­ 
sion. 
Only the voice of the immortal 
singer can bring from these arches those 
echoes which will tell us the true purpose 
crf their construction. 
[Applause.] 
‘•You will permit me, then, to thank 
yon, to thank the Mayor of Chlaago, to 
thank all those good citizens with whom I 
have to-day been brought in personal con­ 
tact, for the kindness and respect with 
which they have received me; and you 
will permit me to thank yon, my fellow 
citizens, for the cordiality which you have 
witnessed here to-night. 
I wish that this 
groat building may continue to be to all your 
population that which it should be, open­ 
ing its doms from night to night, calling 
your people here away from care of busi­ 
ness to those enjoyments and pursuits aud 
entertainment which develop the souls of 
men [applause] which will have power to 
inspire those whose lives are heavy with 
daily toil, and In this magnificent and en­ 
chanted presence lift them for a time out 
of , these dull things into those higher 
things where men should lira ” [Ap­ 
plause] 
The President then returned to his box 
aud tho Apollo club, SOO strong, sung 
“America.” 
The Immense room is es­ 
pecially adapted to grand choruses. 
The 
second stanza was sung by female voices. 
The male chorus repeated a portion of it 
and all joined in the conclusion. 
Tho 
effect was electric. 
Strong men were 
touched and tears glistened on many eye* 
lathe* 
The great hall seemed to take up 
thh chorus and roll it in triumphal tones 
through the immense arches. 
It thrilled 
end beld emotionless the mighty throng 
that had gossiped and gazed at everything 
except the speakers. 
While the anthem 
thundered among the clouds no attention 
was givin anything except the wonderful 
mulla. 
The contata that followed was scam 
lees affective, but ‘*My Country ’Tis of 
Thee,” touched the boart while the can* 
tate only delighted the ear.

The a u d i e n c e went wild, hut it was the 
enthusiasm created by an unapproachable 
vocal feat rather than an outburst of sen­ 
timent such as lifted the audience above 
itself when “ America” was sung. 
A burst of hearty applause greeted Gov. 
Fifer as he stepped forward to pronounce 
tho dedicatory address. 
Frequent rounds 
of applause greeted the speaker when he 
referred to the destiny of Chicago, the 
vim and energy of its people, and the 
beauty and purpose of the great hall which 
it was his honor to dedicate. 
In closing 
he said: 
“We then dedicate this temple of the 
people to the muses of art and song, and 
may they in turn be here dedicated to the 
use of man; and let their sister Clio, too, 
.with unerring pencil, 
write the 
just 
praises of all who love and serve their 
fellow men.” 
At the conclusion of the dedicatory ad- 
irees the Apollo club pealed the ‘ ‘Hallu- 
jah” chorous from “ The Messiah,” and 
the audience dispersed, the stirring tones 
of the great organ following through 
foyer and corridor as a sort or parting 
benediction. 
Among the honored guests of the even­ 
ing who occupied the stage boxes, were 
the following: President Harrison, Sec­ 
retary Halford, Vice-President and Mrs.

U nreliability of C ircum stantial Evidence 
as Illustrated by the Finding of 
Dr. Cronin’s Clothes.

C h ic a g o , Dec. IO.—President Harrison 
and party—consisting of Russell Harrison 
and wife, Mrs. McKee, Assistant Postmas­ 
ter-General Clarkson and wife, and Mr. Hal­ 
ford, private secretary to the President- 
arrived at the union depot at 9 o’clock Mon­ 
day morning, in response to an invitation 
by the board of directors of the auditor­ 
ium, to attend the opening performance. 
The train to which was attached the 
special car carrying the President and his 
companions arrived on the Pan Handle 
railway. 
The car bearing members of the 
reception committee left the Union depot 
at 8 o’clock. 
The gentlemen present were 
Mayor Cregier. Ford W. Peck, president 
of the Auditorium association; Gen.Crodk, 
commander of the forces of the West, who 
was attired in the full nniform of an officer 
of the army of his rank; Col. O. A. Schaflf- 
ner, inspector of rifle practice of the Illi­ 
nois National guard, representing Gov. 
Fifer; Col. Ayne, F. 6. Bisson, president 
of the Union League Club; A. L. Seeberger, 
collector of the port; Col. James A. Sex 
ton, postmaster; Alexander H. Re veil, 
Franklin 8. Head, C. L. Hutchinson, 
Charles Counselman, J. J. P. Odell, and 
ex Congressman Dunham. 
The car conveying the reception com­ 
mittee was 
coupled behind the car oc­ 
cupied by Mr. Harrison and party at 
Western avenue and Twenty-second street 
and the trip into the city was commenced. 
Immediately after the car of the reception 
committee 
was attached to the train 
Mayor Cregier and Ferd Peck stepped 
across the platforms and opened the rear 
door of the President’s car. 
There they 
were met by Private Secretary Halford. 
The Mayor and Mr. Peck were introduced 
to Mr. Harrison by Mr. Halford and they 
in turn presented the other members of 
the committee. 
A few moments later Russell Harrison, 
Mr. Clarkson, and the ladies made their 
appearance and were introduced to a few 
of the members of the committee. 
The 
introductions and conversation were of the 
most formal character. 
President Harri­ 
son’! conversation was directed to Gen. 
Crook, while Ferd Peck stood 
beside 
him. 
“Did you get many bear skins while oat 
West?” inquired the President of Gen. 
Crook. 
“Well, no, but I got a fine pair of buck 
horns.” 
They continued to converse of hunting 
excursions in the far West. 
“I had no rest in Washington,” said 
Mr. Harrison, 
“and was compelled to 
come here. 
The Chicago people demand­ 
ed that I come to Chicago to attend the 
first performance at the auditorium. 
I 
was not feeling very well, and after con­ 
sideration I came to the conclusion that it 
was a good opportunity to get a little rest 
and so I came. ” 
When the train reached the depot there 
was a crowd of about 3,(KHI people wait­ 
ing to cneer him. 
The chief executive 
stepped from the coach, and, leaning on 
the arms of 
Mayor Cregier and Gen. 
Crook, was escorted through the crowd to 
his carriage. 
Caph Fitzpatrick and eighty men and 
two companies from the First and Second 
regiments, Cot 
Corbin and Caph Reid 
commanding, comprised the escort, and 
preceded the President and party, who 
were driven to 
Mr. Peck’s residence. 
Crowds of people were collected on the 
sidewalks all along the line and the Presi­ 
dent acknowledged the cheers by grace­ 
fully lifting his silk hat. 
When the procession went by the lake 
park the First battery, under the com­ 
mand of Maj. Tobey and Lieut Russell, 
fired a salute. 
The ladies of the party were left at the 
Peck residence, and the male members of 
the visitors were then escorted to the Aud­ 
itorium, arriving there about l l o’clock. 
Mr. Harrison held an informal reception 
at the Union League club from 2 o'clock 
until 4 o’clock. 
Members of all clubs— 
about thirty in number—irrespective of 
politics, had been invited to tender their 
respects to the President, and the response 
was general, several thousands accepting 
the invitation._____________ 
Hayti ans Dissatisfied w ith H i pool y ta. 
Ngw Yore, Deo. IO.—The [steamship 
Alone arrived here to-day from Hnytian 
ports. The commander repoits that there 
were no decided evidences of a second out­ 
break among the people.

C h ic a g o , Dec. 30.— The resumption of 
the Cronin trial Monday morning, which 
began the last week of the great case, 
drew the usual large, impatient audience. 
Mr. Forrest resumed his address to the 
jury begun Saturday afternoon, by con­ 
tinuing the discussion of 
the different 
methods of treating circumstantial evi­ 
d e n t as used by the defense and by the 
State. 
Tile method of treating the evi­ 
dence as adopted by tho defense was the 
proper and correct one, Mr. Forrest said. 
“Those who are opposed to us on this 
question have a very pretty nxiom which 
cads thus: 
’Witnesses may lie, but facts 
never.’ 
This sounds very nicely, but it is 
not true. 
There is nothign in the world 
th it tolls so niauy lies as what aro called 
facts and circumstances. 
Facts can be 
ma Ie to prove anything. 
The axiom that 
witnesses may lie, but circumstances can 
not, is, like most axioms, not true. 
You 
never saw a glittering generality that was 
not half false*” 
Mr. 
Forrest l’oad from a law book a 
number of instances 
of circumstantial 
evidence in which the circumstances point­ 
ed almost without possibility of contradic­ 
tion to a certain conclusion, and yet this 
conclusion was false. Among the instances 
was the experience of St. Paul on the 
Island of Malta. 
“When the pagans saw the viper fasteu 
on the hand of St. Paul they said: 
‘This 
man is a murderer!’ 
But when they saw 
that no evil consequence resulted they 
said: 
'This man is a god! 
Both con­ 
clusions were false. 
The servants 
of 
Macbeth were found outside 
the door 
of the murdered king, their hands and 
daggers slashed with blood, and circum­ 
stances pointed to them as the murderers. 
But they were not the murderers. 
The 
facts lied. 
The circumstances were fabri­ 
cated. 
The king’s sons fled that night 
They were to be benefited by the king’s 
death. 
Therefore they were interested in 
the murder. 
Was not flight an evidence 
of guilt? And if this State’s attorney was 
trying these sons of the king he wguld 
have maintained that their flight was pos­ 
itive evidence of their guil^.” 
“Bight here in this trial you t^ave 
learned the danger, the unreliability, of 
circumstantial evidence—the danger of 
the testimony of so-called facts—and you 
kavo learned that you can not rely on 
these gentlemen of the State as your 
guides. 
In the opening speech the State’s 
attorney told you that Martin Burke was 
guilty because he had fled; because he had 
Dr. 
Cronin’s 
clothes soldered up in 
a 
tin 
box. 
That 
he 
had sent 
them across 
the 
water where they 
would be found on a corpse in England and 
Dr. Cronin’s reputation would be ruined. 
You see how strong such evidence would 
be against Martin Burke. 
That was the 
theory, not only of the State’s attorney 
and of the press of Chicago, but it was 
the theory of the whole world. 
It was ac­ 
cepted as a fact that Martin Burke had 
had Dr. Cronin’s clothes sealed up in that 
box to have them sent to an accomplice in 
England. 
And until this trial had pro­ 
gressed some time this fact could not have 
been disproved by Martin Burke. 
You 
will see the disadvantage under which the 
defense labors in being compelled to dis­ 
prove a negative. 
“Suppose one of you gentlemen were on 
trial for his life, in which one of the cir­ 
cumstances was the destruction of a deed, 
or will, or valuable paper. 
Suppose all 
the circumstances should point to him as 
the one who had destroyed it. 
Suppose 
that at last the deed or document should 
turn up in all its entirety. 
How would 
you feel? Well, just bo did the finding of 
Dr. Cronin’s clothes iu the Lake View 
■ewer 
gladden 
the 
heart of 
poor 
Martin Burke, and gladden my heart, 
bqc^u e this finding of the clothes— 
Call it fate, or chance, or divine providence 
—did for Martin Burke what all the efforts 
of himself and of his counsel had not been 
able to do. 
That Burke had sent these 
clothes to an accomplice was the theory of 
the whole world, and such of you gentle­ 
men who said that he had formed an opin­ 
ion on this case no doubt founded his opin­ 
ion partly on this theory. 
Now, suppose 
that there clothes had not been found till 
aftgr 
yonr 
verdict 
had 
been ren­ 
dered. 
Suppose 
this 
verdict 
nod 
been guilty and the death penalty had been 
flu posed and had been inflicted, how would 
you feel? How woald you account to the 
people of this community, to your family, 
to your own conscience between you and 
your God? Would 
it not be murder 
founded on the theory based on a circum­ 
stance that was faire? Facts do lie. 
And 
you will find many such circumstances in 
this case.” 
Mr. Forrest then took up the evidence 
in detail. 
The testimony of the witnesses 
or the State was alluded to in a general 
ay and its credibility was commented on. 
There was something remarkable about 
these witnesses. 
They remembered every 
little incident to all the evidence to which 
they testified, but they could Remember 
nothing else. 
They agreed on every de­ 
tail. In cases where perjury was practiced 
there was usually only one witness to each 
circumstance. 
Because where more than 
one witness woald be introduced to bolster 
up manufactured evidence there was dan­ 
ger of them contradicting themselves. 
That was the case in thl3 instance. 
Only 
one man saw a man who looked like Dan 
Coughlin at the Carlson cottage. 
Only 
one witness saw the man like Dr. Cronin 
enter the cottage. 
Only one man heard 
Burke say Dr. Cronin was a “blank- 
yank” and a British spy. 
There was 
only one witness to each circumstance. 
By another 
strange 
coincidence 
all 
of these single 
witnesses 
who 
saw 
only 
one 
circumstance 
were 
found 
by one police officer. 
And the farther 
strange circumstance was the fact that 
any one of these witnesses was either a 
German or a Swede. 
Every one of there 
witnesses did a more remarkable thing 
than the person or defendant against 
whom he testified.

To-day the puDils of the public 
schools, the inmates of the Catholic and 
Protestant orphan asylums, and many of 
the local clergy were among those who 
gazed upon the face of the Confederate 
leader. 
All the Southern Governors, ex­ 
cepting those of Missouri, West Virginia, 
and Texas, have promised to participate 
in the obsequies. 
Texas will lie rep­ 
resented by a largo delegation headed by 
State Treasurer Lubbock, who was Gov­ 
ernor of Texas during tho war.

building of postoffice buildings in all 
towns and oities in the United States of 
the presidential class. 
No bettor use of 
the surplus could be made than this. 
The government pays out hundreds of 
thousands of dollars every year for rent, 
and in many cases rents very poor 
buildings. 
Let the government own 
its 
own postoffice 
buildings, 
and 
in Janesville, Beloit, Evansville, and 
such places, 
put up substantial and 
handsome structures, costing from $10,- 
000 to 20,000, according to the business 
of the offioe. The governmert can af­ 
ford to do this from un economic stand­ 
point, and it is strange that congress has 
not done something about it.

When 
the Bland bill came up in the hoase in 
1878, the democrats were wildly in its fa­ 
vor, probably because Bland, of Mis­ 
souri, was a democrat. But when Win­ 
dom’s plan to better utilize the silver 
is suggested, the democratic press, tine 
to its instinct of opposition, is against it. 
The New York Commercial Advertiser 
thicks the serious objection to the pro­ 
position, which is clearly present in Mr. 
Wmdcm’s own mind, is its possible ef- 
(ect rn the way of encouraging specula­ 
tion in silver. 
There can be no doubt 
that. a tempting opportunity would be 
offered to opera*ors for withdrawing 
large amounts of bullion from the tress* 
ury at times when an advance in the 
market price WB3 anticipated, and sell­ 
ing it again to the treaghry at the higher 
pricee. 
The New York Post says the plan in 
its general scope may be looked upon 
either as a poser and counterplot to the 
free-comage people and the four million 
per month people, cr as a scheme sub­ 
mitted on its meiits for the advantsge of 
all the people. 
The St. Louis Republic is ferocious 
in its denunciations of the Windom 
plan, not because it sees anything wrong 
in it. but because it doesn’t want to see 
so popalar sud [wise financial measure 
adopted by a republican [administration. 
But the New York Herald which is more 
independent than its 
brethren, pro­ 
nounces th© Windem silvertecheme, “the 
safest and beat plan that bas ever seen 
daylight.” 
One objection some raise against the 
Windom plan, is that tho government has 
no more right to issue certificates for sil­ 
ver bullion than it bas to issue certifi­ 
cates for wheat or any other farm com­ 
modity. Of course there is no argument 
in this. 
What Mr. Windom wants is to 
utilize silver; to restore it to par with 
gold; to get rid of a 72 cent dollar; aud 
to increase the volume of the currency. 
It will be difficult to suit silver men 
and enti-silver men on the question o* 
coinage. Their interests are not [identi­ 
cal. 
But there should, be something! 
done, but what to do is difficult to tell: 
The annual production of silver in the 
United States is about $53,000,000. The 
price has been subject to great changes. 
From 1834 
to

the 
standard 
ailver 
dollar 
was

par. |It 
was worth more than gold, but since 
that time it bas declined gradually, be­ 
ginning with 98 cen cs gin 1874, until it 
reached a little over 73 cents in 1888. 
Probably the cause of tins was that the 
total coinage of silver from 1792 to 1873 
—81 years—was only $8,045,838, while 
the coinage from the passage of the 
Bland bill in 1878 to October, 1888, 
reached the enormous sum of £$306,542,- 
890, making the total silver circulation of 
the country—including fractional silver 
—nearly $400,000,0001

SOME GOOD RECOMMEND ALLONS. 


Postmaster General Wannamaker pre­ 
sents in his report some recommenda­ 
tions which will attract general atten­ 
tion. He suggests the appointment of a 
general manager who shall have charge 
of the business administration of tke of­ 
fices, shall receive a salary of $10,000— 
$2,000 more than is paid to the postmas­ 
ter-general—and shall hold his office for 
ten yeers. 
He looks forward to the 
adoption 
of 
penny 
postage, 
bot 
thinks this reform must be postponed 
for the present; advises the establish­ 
ment of postal savings banks at 10,000 
fourth-class offices In order to make 
a trial of the practicability of such a 
system, but recommends postponement 
for the present of any inauguration of a 
*‘parcels post,” for the re: sons that the 
postoffice buildings are already .over­ 
crowded, the railway postoffice cars are 
insufficient even for the present mail 
business, aud the addition of this work 
to the department would probably in­ 
volve increase of expenditure dispropor­ 
tionate to the advantage to be reaped 
from it. 
The reason that Mr. Wannamaker sug­ 
gests a general manager of the depart­ 
ment is that the postmaster general has 
little or no time to attend to the publio 
business because cf the time he is com­ 
pelled to spend in bis political duties. It 
is doubtful whether the general manag­ 
ers feature of the report will receive 
special attention, or whether it. should 
be adopted. To have one man f in the 
postoffice department to ‘'attend to bus 
knees,” and the other to not r i a/'politica 
figure-head,” is not commendable to the 
progress of the government. 
The establishment of postal [saying 
banks is a thing which has been recon* 
mended many times during the past 
twenty years, and yet it has not been 
done. In other countries where they 
have been tested they have been success­ 
ful, but invariably congress has turned 
its baok on that feature of oar postal 
service. There have been no arguments 
against the system, but congress quietly

the great size many of them attain.

standing through the trunks of which a 
coach and four is driven, others on the 
level stump 
of which quadrilles ars 
danced, and others th at tower -TOO feet 
Into the air, no description of the m agni­ 
tude of the greater number of the trees 
found in the redwood forests will convey 
a better idea of their actual bulk than a 
brief sketch of w hat was lately done with 
one in the heart of the Big Basin, Santa 
Cruz county, by a party sent in there to 
fence in a large area. 
All of those hired 
were experienced 
workmen, and the work of establishing a 
perm anent camp was quietly undertaken. 
A tree already lying on the ground was 
selected as being straight grained and of 
good size. 
It was about IO feet through 
a t the base and 8 feet in diameter a t the 
other other end of the trunk, IOO feet 
away.

THE CABIN, BIO BASIN CNMP. 
The line of stakes between the two cor­ 
rals was cut down to about four feet in 
heighth aud a row of stakes set slanting in 
the stock side. 
These were then lined and 
floored with slats, and thus a feed rack 
was made in a short time. 
The cabin in which the (oohing was 
done and meals eaten was made entirely 
from redwood, there being used in it 
about fifty slats, besides joists, plates, tie- 
beams, etc,, all split from a tree. 
The 
roof was couered with “shakes.” 
These 
are made three feet long, six Inches wide, 
and one-quarter of an inch thick. 
On the 
roof of the cabin and the kitchen about 
2,000 were used. 
One side of the cabin 
being cut out, a fire place was built, the 
adobe for lining it being made from the 
stiff, black soil mixed with water. 
The 
chimney of this fire place was of slats set 
on end and the wet adobe was kept in 
place by a line of redwood, which Is slow 
to burn when green. 
Besides, a small fire 
only was needed m ornings and evenings, 
the day being hot.

For this reason the State Board cf 
Health suggests great vigilance in the 
control of these diseases, and espeoialiy 
of the first cases that appear in bdj com­ 
munity.

Whenever any case has terminated the 
plaoe in which it bas been should be 
thoroughly disinfected, and in case of 
death on no account should there be any 
public funeral.

GOV. HOARD REFUSES THE APPLICATION 


FOB PARDON. 
Mouday morning Governor 
Hgard 
made public his decision in the matter 
of the application of Hartley Clifford, 
the .slayer of Captain Wm. Pugh, of Ra­ 
cine, for pardon. Clifford was tried and 
convicted in the Rock county circuit 
coart, Judge Bennett presiding, and was 
sentenced to a life term in prison. Tbe 
governor’s decision is as follows:- 
In considering this application for 
pardon I have examined it in the light 
of the evidence given en the trial, and 
snob subsequent evidence as has been 
adduced; also the many letters, petitions 
and appeals whioh have been made both 
for and against the exercise of clemency. 
It is my opinion that Clifford received 
a fair and impartial trial. The oourt in 
whioh he was tried, Judge Bennett pre­ 
siding .[refused to grant a new trial, and 
the oase was taken to the supreme oonrt, 
whioh oonrt decided that “the verdict 
was folly warranted by the evidence.” 
Tbe new evidence presented in tbe 
form of affidavits do not warrant the ex - 
eontive, in my judgment, in interfering 
with the notion of tbe dread oonrt after­ 
ward affirmed by oar highest legal tri­ 
bunal. For tbe act of willfully depriv­ 
ing a fellow man of bis life, tbe courts 
have decreed that Clifford shall only 
suffer tbe punishment of living deprived 
of his liberty for life. I can see no just 
or truly merciful reason why tbe opera­ 
tion of the law should be interfered with, 
The application for pardon is denied.
